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NEW TRAFFIC REGULATIONS 
IN EFFECT 


New Traffic Regulations went 
into effect this morning, in 
the Town of Wilmington. 

Passed by the foard of Select 
men last January, and approved 
by the Department of Public 
Works, the regulations regu- 
late parking on many streets 
jn Wilmington, and further 

rohibit ‘U’ turns in Wilming- 
ton Square. 

‘U’ turns are now prohibited 
on Church Street within 185 
feet of the square, and on 
Burlington Avenue, between the 
railroad bridge and the square 

The No Parking rule applies 
to Lowell Street, both sides, 
between Dartmouth Avenue and 
Woburn Street; Adams Street, 
west side, between Church St 
and Mill Prook; Church Street, 
both sides, between Adams St. 
and Middlesex Ave (from 7: 30am 
to 3 pm); Church St., south 
side, between Peacon St and a 
point 185 feet from Main St; 
Burlington Avenue, both sides, 
between Main Street and Flora- 
dale ‘Avenue; and Middlesex Ave 
between Shady Lane Drive and 
North Street, both sidee. 
Limited parking now exists on 
Church Street, ncerth side, 
between Adelaide Street and 
the Fire Station (two hours) 
on the south side, and in 
front of the hardware store 
(thirty minutes) 

On Grove Avenue limited park- 
ing exists from Main Street to 
a point 200 feet westerly 
(thirty minutes).

The Bourbons of France were reputed to be a 
family of people who never forgot anything and 
never learned anything. They have their coun- 
terpart in Wilmington in the persons of a few 
people who head our local Democratic Machine — 
a term we use to carefully differentiate from 
the many fine Democrats of this town.

WHEN IS A FLASHING LIGHT? 

Our Building Inspector is a busy man. He has 
to all intents and purposes, these days, a re- 
gular court schedule, testifying esbout gravel 
pits and permits and other things that interest 
our courts and our legal eagles. 

When he isn't in court he has new building 
permits, and old building permits, and records. 

And, if he should have any time, he can find 
the Sanitarian, and the Fire Chief, and the 
three men can go out and look for shacks that 
shouldn't be. 

So perhaps he doesn't have too much time to 
sit and gnaw his knuckles, at his desk, over a 
question that is bothering him:- ? 

When does a flashing light flash? 

A few weeks ago we reported in this column 
that the Planning Board wanted the law enforced 
regarding flashing advertising lights. Such en- 
forcement is the duty of the Building Inspector 

Wilmington doesn't have many flashing neon 
lights, such as lights the great white way of 

Reno Nevada, and New York City, and other such

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In fact we know of only one flashing neon 


light in town, and that's inside a building, 
and hence not within the scope of the Flashing 
Light Law, which is concerned only with outside 
signs. 

But what about the rotating lights which we 
see in town? We think there are about 17 of 
them. They sit on top of a pole, and apparantly 
flash, but actually they are fixed lights, ro- 
tating on an axis. 

Is it a flashing light? That's why our Build 
ing Inspector is chewing his knuckles ( if he 
has any). 

RAILROAD SCHEDULES 

One of the most popular sports in town at 
the moment is guessing just what is going to 
happen to the railroad schedules, if and when 
the DPU. grants the Boston & Maine a favorable 
report on their petition. 

In Wilmington, as is well known, the rail- 
road wants to abandon the North Wilmington 
depot, and run 32 trains a day over the Wildcat 
railroad, instead. 


Our Town Counsel, Phillip Buzzell is enter- 
taining, as a strictly private opinion, the he- 
lief that the DPU will not close down the North 
Wilmington Station entirely. 

He believes that the DPU will not allow the 
R&M to abandon passenger traffic between North 
Wilmington and Reading, and that there will be 
probably two or three trains each way in the 
morning and afternoon. 

fle also believes that Wilmington will have 
about 10 or 11 trains daily, in each direction. 

Mr. Buzzell's beliefs run contrary to the 
testimony of the Chief Engineer of the BEM. 
That gentleman, Mr. Spofford, told the Reading 
Board of Selectmen that the railroad was going 
to tear up the tracks from Reading to Wilming- 
ton Junction ( one mile north of North Wilming- 
ton. Ile told the Wilmington Selectmen that the 
B&M was going to tear up the tracks from Read- 
ing to a point north of Woburn Street, but that 
one track would remain from Wilmington Junetion 
back to beyond Concord Street. 

And he told the DPU that they weren't going 
to tear up any tracks at all. :
